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Williamson,* daughter of Dr. James Williamson, and they had 
issue, among others, Major James Ball, of Bewdly, Lancaster 
county, who had issue, with others, Jesse and Jeduthan Ball. 
Margaret Ball, sister of Major James Ball, married Bawleigh 
Downman. 

Thomas Hobson was clerk of Northumberland county about 
1675. 

There is in Lancaster county the record of a deed from Baw- 
leigh Carter, of Amelia county, conveying to Edward Carter, of 
Lancaster county, eighty acres of land. The will of a Joseph 
Carter is on record in Prince George county, and is dated Jan- 
uary 24, 1760. It names children, Joseph, John, William, Dan- 
iel, David, daughters Elizabeth and Lucy, grandsons Carter 
Brockwell, son of John Brockwell, Joseph Carter, son of David 
Carter, Joseph Williams, son of Peter Williams, and daughters 
Sarah Williams, Mary Brockwell and Anne Williams. 

Doubtless much information, in addition to the above, might 
be gleaned from the records of Bichmond, Northumberland and 
Lancaster county. 



CHAKT PEDIGEEE OP MADISON FAMILY. 

A photograph of the original chart pedigree of the Madison 
family, prepared by James Madison, President of the United 
States, appears in this magazine. The original, with which the 
editor was temporarily favored, is in the possession of Mrs. Mary 
Madison McGuire, of Washington City. 

Madison. The chart begins with John Madison, great-grand- 
father of the President. But the American line goes back one 
step further, to John Madison, great-greatgrandfather of the 
President. The bulk of the influential men in Virginia at the 
time were composed of merchants from the English cities and 
ship captains. To this class belonged the first John Madison,

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who acquired considerable tracts of land in Virginia for the 
importation of emigrants, and who, in a patent dated September, 
1682, calls himself "ship carpenter." At this time very good 
ships of three hundred tons and more were built at different 
places in Virginia, and John Madison had the construction of 
more than one doubtless. He had the following grants: 1658, 
300 acres in Westmoreland county ; 1653, 600 acres on north side 
of Mattapony River, beginning at Col. Taylor's Creek ; 1657, 800 
acres adjoining the next above grant; 1662, 300 acres in same 
locality. In September, 1682, calling himself "ship carpenter," 
and of "Saint Stephens Parish, New Kent," he sold 280 acres in 
Rappahannock county to Thomas Williamson. He died before 
April 16, 1683, since at that time John Madison, Jr., patented 
430 acres on the north side of Mattapony River — part thereof, 
300 acres, "formerly granted to John Madison, Sen., deceased." 

This John Madison, calling himself as of St. Stephens Parish, 
King and Queen county, patented in addition to the 300 acres 
already mentioned 80 acres "a little below the school-house, on 
the Mantapike Road, where the Church Road crosses the afore- 
said Mantapike Road," on October 23, 1702. In 1714, he and 
Daniel Coleman, of King and Queen county, patented 2,000 
acres in King William county, in a fork of the Mattapony River, 
four miles above the Doeg Town, and in 1717 he patented "1860 
acres in the forks of Mattapony, 16 miles above the inhabitants 
in the county of King and Queen." 

This John Madison was a sheriff of King and Queen county 
in 1704. There is a deed on record in King William county, 
dated 1706, from John Madison, of St. Stephens Parish, King 
and Queen county, and Isabella his wife. There is mention also 
in same records of Henry Madison, who in 1702 was a justice 
of King William county (cut from King and Queen in 1701). 
John Madison and Isabella (Todd) his wife had issue, (1) Am- 
brose, (2) Capt. John. The former married Frances Taylor, 
resided in Spotsylvania county, and his will was recorded there. 
He patented with Thomas Chew 4,675 acres, in 1722, in Spot- 
sylvania county. He was grandfather of James Madison, the 
illustrious President of the United States. 

Capt. John Madison, of King and Queen county, brother of 
Ambrose, patented 2,150 acres in St. Margaret's Parish, King 
William county, formerly granted to John Madison, Sr., and 
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Daniel Coleman. He is believed to have been the John Madison 
who was first clerk of West Augusta county, and father of Wil- 
liam Madison (married Elizabeth Preston), Thomas Madison, 
who married the youngest sister of Patrick Henry, James 
Madison, President of William and Mary College, George Madi- 
son, sometime Governor of Kentucky, Eowland Madison, and 
perhaps others. 

As shown by their offices and family connections, the Madi- 
sons from the earliest date held place with the ruling class in 
Virginia. (For further details see Virginia Magazine of History 
and Biography, VI., 435; Hayden's Virginia Genealogies; 
Slaughter's St. Mark's Parish; Meade's Old Churches, II., 96 ; 
Richmond Standard, June 26, 1880. 

The following Bible record of the Madisons was copied by 
Major Isaac Hite, of Belle Grove, Frederick county, Va., aid to 
General Muhlenburg at the siege of Yorktown, and was taken 
from his note book by Miss S. Jaquelin Davison for publication 
in this magazine: 

MADISON FAMILY RECORD. 

Ambrose Madison was married to Frances Taylor August 24, 1721; 
died August 27, 1732. His wife died Nov. 25, 1761. 

James Madison, Senr., was born 27th of March, 1723; married Nelly 
Conway, who was born Jan. 9, 1732; married 11 Sep., 1749. 

Elizabeth Madison was born 14th of June, 1725; died Jan. 6, 1773. 

Frances Madison was born 6th March, 1726; married Tavener Beale, 
and afterwards Jacob Hite. Killed by the Indians July, 1776. 

James Madison, son of James and Nelly Madison was born 5th of 
March, 1751, and died June 28, 1836. 

Francis Madison, son of the same, was born 18th June, 1753. 

Ambrose Madison, son of the same, was born 27th Jan., 1755; died 
October, 1793. 

Catlett Madison was born 10th Feb., 1758 ; died 18th March, 1758. 

Nelly Conway Madison was born 14th Feb., 1760; married Isaac 
Hite, son of Isaac Hite, February 2, 1783. 

William Madison was born May 5, 1762; married Fanny Throck- 
morton ; died July 20, 1843. 

Sarah Madison was born August 17, 1764; married Thomas Macon. 

Elizabeth Madison was born Feb. 19, 1768; died June, 1775. 

Reubin Madison was born Sept. 19, 1771; died 17th May, 1775. 

Frances Taylor Madison was born Oct. 4, 1774; married Dort Robt. 
H. Rose, and she died Oct., 1823. 

Col. James Madison, Senr., died Feb. 29, 1801. His wife, Mrs. Nelly 
Madison, died February 11, 1829, in the 78th year of her age.

Taylor. This family, which was an influential one, begins 
with James Taylor, said to have been of Carlisle, England. 
President Zachary Taylor was the most illustrious representa- 
tive. (Hayden's Virginia Genealogies, 672-684.) 

Thompson. Eoger Thompson was sheriff of New Kent in 
1705. 

Conway. Edwin Conway was the emigrant ancestor of this 
prominent family. (See Hayden.) 

Catlett. This family begins with Col. John Catlett, who was 
an eminent citizen of Eappahannock county, Va. He was a 
native of Sittingbourn, in the county of Kent, England. He 
married Elizabeth Underwood, stepdaughter of Capt. John 
Upton, of Isle of Wight county.

Notes. 

Note 1, page 186. There appear to have been two Eoger Jones in 
Virginia, contemporaries. The elder of these was Capt. Eoger Jones, 
who came to Virginia in 1680 with Lord Culpeper, and was commander 
of a ship in the employment of the government. His descendants have 
been eminently distinguished in the history of Virginia and the United 
States; as is shown in a work entitled Descendants of Roger Jones, by 
Judge L. H. Jones, of Louisville, Ky. Statesmen, commodores and gen- 
erals have illustrated the name. 

1. Captain Eoger Jones, the younger contemporary, named in the 
will of Colonel William Churchill, proved March 10, 1710-'ll, mar- 
ried Mary (? Churchill), and died October 26, 1720. He had issue, at 
least six children. 2. Susannah, "born the 19th of Nov. [16 — ], and 
christened the same day at Mr. Churchill's house." 3. Churchill, born 
January 15, 1697-'98. 4. Susannah Churchill, baptized August 14, 1700 ; 
married Stephen Field, of King and Queen county, January 16, 1717-'18, 
who made his will in 1721, naming one son, Eoger Field (Quarterly, 
VII., 92). 5. Thomas, born August 23, 1704. 6. Judith, married on 
January 9, 1723-'24, Paulin Anderson (probably grandfather of 
Churchill Blackburn and Paulin Anderson Blackburn, of King William 
county, living in 1797). 7. Mary, born March 23, 1706-1707. 8. Eoger, 
born October 18, 1709; died April 13, 1739. 9. Catherine, born March 
8, 1716-'17. 

Mrs. Mary-Jones made her will July 24, 1743, and names as legatees 
daughter Catherine Jones, granddaughters Paulin Anderson's children, 
and son Churchill Jones.
